All Americans are rich, ac­ 
cording to popular sentiment abroad, j 
and it is certain that few of those 
who can easily afford the trip across 
tin* Atlantic will resist the tempta­ 
tion to join in th*’ london festivities.

be many others from the continent, 
trom India, from Southern Agrica 
and from the Far East who will lend 
color and cosmopolitan interest to 
the occasion. 
One of the uses of royalty in Great 
Britain is to provide popular enter­ 
tainment. London almost lives off it-, 
visitors. Therefore anything that will 
draw the throngs of money spenders 
adds measurably to the general pros­ 
perity. it is not hard to realize, con­ 
sequently, what these great ceremon­ 
ies mean to the people of England. 
The occasion is a hem st of gold that 
rains from every quarter of the globe. 
Perhaps if King George had his way 
he w x h iId prefer to accept the crown 
in some sort of semi-private o* l e ­ 
mony. Hut ins people demand pagean­ 
try and the king graciously yields to 
his people.—Kansas City Journal.
